With the cheers of thousands of 


civilians and returning soldiers ring- 
ing in his ears, President Wilson sailed 
away for Europe on December 4, on 
his mission of world peace-making. As 
the good 
ship George Washington 


made its way out of New York harbor 
all the shore batteries and war vessels 
joined In the presidential salute and 
off quarantine the steamship met its 
convoy, the battleship Pennsylvania 
and five destroyers. It was a pleasant 
coincidence that the presidential party 
met several transports thronged with 
American troops just sent home from 
England and France. 


Mr. Wilson, it was expected, would 


land at Brest about December 12 and 
proceed at once to Paris, where the 
residence of Prince Murat has been 
prepared for him. The other delegates 
and most of the rest of the large party 
will bu housed in the Hotel Crillon. 


The president is assured of a warm 


and 
even enthusiastic -\velcome in 


Franco, Great Britain and Italy. His 
arrival in Europe will be scarcely less 
welcome to the people of what were 
the central empires. The governments 
of those Mtates, -distracted and dishev- 
elled, look to Mr. Wilson to mollify 
the entente powers and obtain for 
them less rigorous peace terms than 
the crimes of the Teutons have de- 
served. 
Whether he will be able to 


accomplish this, or even will attempt it, 
remains to be seen. The president has 
not taken into his confidence the con- 
gress or the people of America, pos- 
sibly because he could not guess, prior 
to conferences with the representatives 
of the entente nations, how far he 
niight*ilare to go in the way of human- 
Itarianism. They are willing and eager 
to confer with him on all matters and 
doubtless will ilefur to his judgment 
in many things, but they have their 
own very certain, ideas as to the treat- 
ment that should be accorded the Ger- 
man nation nnd people. 


OIK- of these ideas is that the ex- 


kaisor must be put on trial for murder 
and, if found guilty—the "if" .might as 
well be "when"—must be adequately 
punished. 
The best legal authorities 


of England and France agree that Wil- 
liam can be extradited from Holland, 
and there is no doubt that in any 
ovont 
enough 
pressure 
could 
be 


brought to induce the Dutch to give 
him up. 
From the beginning of the 


war the English and French have de- 
termined that William should ultimate- 
ly l)o brought to justice personally, 
and there is ample reason for the de- 
pression from which the deposed ruler 
is said to ho suffering at Amerongen. 
The former crown prince, who, by the 
way, 
says ho has not yot renounced 


his rights to the throne, may also be 
put on trial. lie, in his Dutch retreat, 
has l)oen telling how he and his father 
were forced into all their outrageous 
actions by the military clique and 
Bi'ilunann-Holwog. 
Ho also tries to 


shift to others the blame for the ter- 
rific defeats his army sustained.

Another fixed intention of the en- 


tente powers is to compel Germany to 
pay to the limit of her capacity. Her 
ability to make financial reparation for 
the damage her armies have done is 
undoubted. The measures to be adopt- 
ed by the allies are yet unsettled. Ger- 
many's state-owned mineral, coal and 
potash deposits and railways alone arc 
worth vastly more than the claims of 
the allies will amount to, and it Is not 
unlikely that those will be seized. In

This question of reparation brings 


up the matter of a commercial boycott. 
Many authorities assert that the only 
way Germany can pay will be by ob- 
taining raw materials from the coun- 
tries she has been fighting and selling 
her products in their markets. *Very 
likely the peace conference will declare 
against the boycott idea, but it will 
not be so easy to persuade the peoples 
of the allied nations to buy German- 
made goods. Most of them would pre- 
fer to see Germany reduced to the po- 
sition she has earned for herself, to 
have such money as can be taken fro'm 
her, and to let the rest of the financial 
reparation go by the board. Austria, 
too, is making the loud wail for raw 
materials and markets.

Conditions in Germany are almost 


as uncertain as in Russia after the 
fall of .Kerensky. Just who or what 
comprises the government It is hard to 
say. Premier Ebert and his moderate 
socialist colleagues are still the nomi- 
nal rulers of Prussia, but Dr. Karl 
Liebknecht and his Spartacus group 
of socialists—the German equivalent 
of 
the 
bolsheviki-—are 
vigorously 


fighting to get the upper hand. They 
are especlaly strong in Berlin, which 
is in a state of great disorder. It is 
reported that Liebknecht has 15,000 
men well armed and is planning a ter- 
rorist revolution. He reviles Ebert for 
asking food from America, for, since 
tliis is conditioned on the maintenance 
of order, it is "yielding to a capitalist 
effort to beat- bolshevik aims."

the immediate arming of the revolu-' 
tionary workmen and the disarming of 
a!! ether organizations; the destruc- 
tion of capitalism, the annulment of 
war loans and the socialization of all 
business. 


The soldiers' and workmen's coun- 


cils of Germany have demanded that 
the ex-kaiser be tried by a German 
tribunal, which would probably be 
the best he could hope for. 


In many parts of Germany there Is 


swift reaction ngainst the bolshevik 
movement, and it threatens to grow 
into a counter-revolution, with the pos- 
sible restoration of the 
monarchy. 


This is fostered by many officers and 
supported by certain units of the 
army. That it will go far seems quite 
unlikely. 
The soldiers and workmen 


generally, however, seem disposed to 
support the Ebert government rather 
than the Spartacus group. 


The leaders of the Bavarian repub- 


lic have induced the Berliners to de- 
mand the resignation of Doctor Solf, 
whose retention as foreign secretary 
has been one of the puzzles to outsid- 
ers, and to exclude Mathias Erzberger 
from the peace negotiations.

The late leaders of Germany and 


Austria are quarreling among them- 
selves concerning who was responsibly 
for starting the war, and the present 
leaders are demanding that this ques- 
tion be settled by an inquiry and the 
guilty ones punished.

With the cheers of thousands of 
civilians and returning feoldiers ring­ 
ing in his ears, President Wilson sailed 
away for Europe on December 4, on 
his mission of world peace-making. As 
the good ship George Washington 
made its way out of New York harbor 
all the shore batteries and war vessels 
Joined in the presidential salute and 
off quarantine the steamship met its 
convoy, the battleship Pennsylvania 
and five destroyers. It was a pleasant 
coincidence that the presidential party 
met several transports thronged with 
American troops Just sent home from 
England and France. 
Mr. Wilson, it was expected, would 
land at Brest about December 12 and 
proceed at once to Paris, where the 
residence of Prince Murat hjjs been 
prepared for him. The other delegates 
and most of the rest of the large party 
will be housed in the Hotel Crillon. 
The president is assured of a warm 
and even enthusiastic welcome in 
France, Great Britain and Italy. His 
arrival in Europe will be scarcely less 
welcome to the people of what were 
the central empires. The governments 
of those states, distracted and dishev­ 
elled, look to Mr. Wilson to mollify 
the entente powers and obtain for 
them less rigorous peace terms than 
the crimes of the Teutons have de­ 
served. 
Whether he will be able to 
nccompllsh this, or even will attempt it, 
remains to be seen. The president has 
not taken into his confidence the con­ 
gress or the people of America, pos­ 
sibly because he could not guess, prior 
to conferences with the representatives 
of the entente nallons, how far he 
might^lnro to go in the way of human- 
Iturlanism. They are willing and eager 
to confer with him on all matters and 
doubtless will defer to bis Judgment 
in many things, but they have their 
own very certain ideas as to the treat­ 
ment that should be accorded the Ger­ 
man nation and people. 
One of these Ideas is that the ex- 
kaiser must be put on trial for murder 
and, if found guilty—the “If11 might as 
well be “when”—must be adequately 
punished. 
The best legal authorities 
of England and France agree that Wil­ 
liam can be extradited from Holland, 
and there is no doubt that In any 
event 
enough 
pressure 
could 
be 
brought to induce the Dutch to give 
him up. 
From the beginning of the 
svar the English and French have de 


This question of reparation brings 
up the matter of a commercial boycott. 
Many authorities assert that the only 
way Germany can pay will be by ob­ 
taining raw materials from the coun­ 
tries she has been lighting and selling 
her products in their markets, *Very 
likely the peace conference will declare 
against the boycott idea, but It will 
not be so easy to persuade the peoples 
of the allied nations to buy German- 
made goods. Most of them would pre­ 
fer to see Germany reduced to the po­ 
sition she has earned for herself, to 
have such money as can be taken from 
her, and to let the rest of the financial 
reparation go by the board. Austria, 
too, is making the loud wail for raw 
materials and markets. 
Dr. Franz 
Klein, who will represent at the peace 
conference the so-called Austrian re­ 
public, provided he is admitted, is re­ 
lying especially on America to be 
“fair” and to solve the troubles of the 
late empire so that all the republics 
can live in peace and prosperity. Some 
job !

Conditions In Germany are almost 
as uncertain as in Russia after the 
fall of Kerensky. Just who or what 
comprises the government it is hard to 
say. Premier Ebert and his moderate 
socialist colleagues are still the nomi­ 
nal rulers of Prussia, but Dr. Karl 
Liebknecht and his Spartacus group 
of socialists—the German equivalent 
of 
the 
bolshevik!—are 
vigorously 
fighting to get the upper hand. They 
are especlaly strong in Berlin, which 
is in a state of great disorder. It is 
reported that Liebknecht has 15,000 
men well armed and is planning a ter­ 
rorist revolution. He reviles Ebert for 
asking food from America, for, since 
this is conditioned on the maintenance 
of order, it is “yielding to a capitalist 
effort to beat bolshevik alms." Lieb- 
knecht’s organ, the lied Flag, demands 
the dismissal 
of oflicers and the 
choosing by soldiers of their leaders; 
the immediate arming of the revolu­ 
tionary workmen and the disarming of 
all other organizations; the destruc­ 
tion of capitalism, the annulment of 
war loans and the socialization of all 
business. 
The soldiers’ and workmen’s coun­ 
cils of Germany have demanded that 
the ex-kaiser be tried by a German 
tribunal, which would probably be 
the best he could hope for. 
—t a ­ 
in many parts of Germany there is 
swift reaction against the bolshevik 
movement, and it threatens to grow 
into a counter-revolution, with the pos­ 
sible restoration of the monarchy. 
This is fostered by many oflicers and 
supported by certain units of the 
army. That it will go far seems quite 
unlikely. The soldiers and workmen 
generally, however, seem disposed to 
support the Ebert government rather 
than the Spartacus group. 
The leaders of the Bavarian repub­ 
lic have Induced the Berliners to de­ 
mand the resignation of Doctor Solf, 
whose retention as foreign secretary 
has been one of the puzzles to outsid­ 
ers, and to exclude Mathias Erzberger 
from the peace negotiations.

The late leaders of Germany aud 
Austria are quarreling among them­ 
selves concerning who was responsible 
for starting the war, and the present 
leaders are demanding that tills ques­ 
tion be settled by an inquiry and the 
guilty ones punished. 
How much 
chance there is of a fair investigation 
is revealed by the fact, just brought to 
light, that the German foreign oftlce 
burned all the documents in the ar* 
chives that might place the responsibil­ 
ity for the war on the German govern­ 
ment. 
It is interesting to note that 
Doctor Solf has proposed that a neu­ 
tral commission inquire into the ori­ 
gin of the war. 


Admiral Beatty as beneath contempt, 
Is now no more. 
General Dlckman’s American army 
has its headquarters at Treves, and 
from It reports come that flatly con­ 
tradict the idea that the Germans are 
short of food and clothing. The peo­ 
ple in the occupied districts are studi­ 
ously Indifferent to the invirflers or 
openly eager to keep up their trade. 
The French and British have been 
moving forward in their zones with 
little incident. 
Among the loot already recovered 
from the Germans is the ?G0,000,000 
taken from the Russian treasury. The 
Huns also have returned a ricli art 
collection that was stolen from St* 
Quentin, and other paintings taken 
from Valenciennes.

The all-Russian government at Omsk 
appears to be gaining in stability, but 
the bolshevik! have not let up In their 
trouble-making. An irruption of Reds 
Into Esthonla has alarmed the govern­ 
ment there, murdering, burning and 
plundering being unhindered. 
Livo­ 
nia also has been invaded by them. 
A call for help by sea was sent out, 
and a few days ago a British fleet ar­ 
rived at Lihau. The vessels probably 
will proceed to Revel and land men to 
stop the slaughter. The bolshevik au­ 
thorities in western Russia have turn­ 
ed back 1,500,000 Russian soldiers who 
have been prisoners in Germany, and 
it was reported that the men had seiz­ 
ed four ships at Danzig which * the 
British Red Cross had obtained from 
Germany for the housing of prisoners. 


The Ukrainians and the Poles de­ 
cline to stop fighting. They are chas­ 
ing each other back and forth in terri­ 
tory which both claim, and It is diffi­ 
cult to- say which has the advantage. 
Recently the Poles occupied Brest- 
Litovsk, the town where Germany ne­ 
gotiated the peace treaties with Rus­ 
sia and the Ukraine.

Before President Wilson left the 
country he delivered his address to 
congress reassembled for the short 
session. 
He paid glowing tribute to 
the forces of America, military and 
civilian, which helped win the war, and 
said he was going across to Interpret 
his ideas of world peace because he 
considered that was ills bounden duty. 
But he did not give any specific infor­ 
mation as to his plans, nor did he so 
much as mention his colleagues on*the 
peace delegation. In dealing with do­ 
mestic matters, the president said he 
was convinced It would be wrong to 
turn the railroads back to private own­ 
ership under present conditions, but 
that unless congress solved the quea- 
tion in the near future he would relin­ 
quish the roads. 
Other matters that 
he asked congress to act upon quickly 
were tin? revenue bill, the navy build­ 
ing plan and woman suffrage. Secre­ 
tary Daniels’ plan for the navy is for 
steady and rapid increase of the fleet, 
for which he asks about $434,000,000. 
The estimates submitted to congress 
by Secretary Baker provide for a regu­ 
lar army of approximately 500,000, but 
certain items are included that leave 
the question of the strength of the 
army open until after the conclusion 
of peace.

Richard Llebtr Describes Conditions 
ef Life That Kxlsted Under Ante- 
eratie and Military Ryle. 


"The great majority of Immigrant* 
belong to the poorer classes," said 
Richard Lleber in a speech In Indian4 
apolis, according to the German De* 
hiocracy Bulletin. 
"But no matteff 
how poor or well-to-do, they belong la 
a circumscribed class out of which 
they canhot move except In extraordl* 
nary circumstances. What 1ms Atnerl* 
ca done for them? If it had not done 
another thing than t o . remove this 
damnable barrier It would be entitled 
to our undying thanks and devotion, 
Here we meet on n common plane; in 
Germany we were assigned to a defi­ 
nite spot in their medieval layer cake 
and there we stay, our children and 
grandchildren. 
“You remember, of course, that IB 
Germany the youngest lieutenant is 
eligible to court attendance, whereas 
tn civil service the rank bps to be 
very high to be ‘most graciously com­ 
manded.’ That circumstance gave rise 
to the striking expression attributed 
to a shavetail of a Potsdum guard of« 
fleer: 'In civilian life, human beings 
only begin with the rank of private 
counselor.* 
“How many of us under the class!« 
flcntlon would have a right to consld" 
er ourselves human beings at all? 
“It may be said that this Is merely 
a Joke, but I know whereof t speak, 
for my father was an officer of the 
government and the army and although 
he had practically only three men be­ 
tween himself and the. emperor, I do 
remember how that high-minded and 
liberal man ached under the" restric­ 
tions of class and rank. I for one got 
enough of it in time, and although 1 
have many pleasant and even tender 
memories of the old country, they are 
strictly disconnected from any toler­ 
ance of the absolute and medieval 
claptrap of royalty and Its adulators. 
“To those few, however, who even 
now fail in unqualified loyalty to our 
country, and who still live in their 
thought in Germany, to those few 1 
say: 
“ 4You are not wanted over there 
and you are not needed here. 
You 
want to be a citizen of two countries, 
and you are a citizen nowhere. Ger­ 
many sneers at you for your academic 
sympathies and the United States 
holds you in contempt for your pitiful 
attempt to be true to two political 
wives.’ 
“Walter Damrosch and I, about ten 
years ago, had discussed America and 
Germany; when speaking of the many 
beautiful things abroad, be suddeuly 
sighed and exclaimed: 
“ ‘But with all, should I want to be 
the same Walter Damrosch In Germany 
that I am In America, I would at least 
have to be Landgrave of Thuringiu or 
archduke of Luxemburg.* ’’

struct private homos alone will re­ 
quire the work of 100,000 men for 20 
years.

$4,000,000.000. 
Before the drive morf 
than 45,000 buildings had 
been 
de­ 
stroyed. Practically all the Important 
factories have been robbed of their 
machinery, and, in many* cases, not 
only the walls razed but the very foun­ 
dations destroyed. 
The machinery was shipped to G*t - 
many. Tbwns rnd villages have been 
wrecked. Farm s have been robbed of 
j all live stock. 
Miles of interurban 
i railroads have been 
torn 
up 
and 
shipped to Germany. 
The problem js first to keep alive 
the population released by Germany; 
second, to reconstruct the industrial 
machine so the people can make a 
living. 
England also will want food, manu­ 
factured goods, raw material and ma­ 
chinery in great quantities. 
So will 
Italy and the Scandinavian countries. 
George E. Roberts of tho National 
City bank maintains that the United 
States will pass out of the war period 
with more wealth than she possessed 
before tho conflict began. 
There has 
been much scientific development of 
industry, and agriculture has been 
stimulated as never before. 
There is no obstacle, he thinks* 
to a continuance of business activity 
except the diiUoulty of 
readjusting

OTRANTO WRECK 


Bed Cross Swift and Efficient 
Help Wins High Admira­ 
tion. ' 
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Slmpls Folk of Ikliy Sacrifice Thtm* 
Mlvet In Rtteuing and Giving 
Aid to 
Shipwrecked 
Soldiers. 


London.—So rapidly arc events fall­ 
ing one nfter the other thnt the Otrnn* 
to disaster may be considered an old 
story. Yet there Is « very great deal 
which has not yet been told about 
how splendidly the Irish people be­ 
hoved In succoring survivors and how 
nobly the simple folk of Islay sacri­ 
ficed themselves in rescuing and giv­ 
ing aid to the shipwrecked soldiers 
who were cast* many of theraNmcon- 
scions, upon the wild Scottish shore. 
And the story, too, of the swift and 
successful uld furnished by the Amer* 
lean Rod* Cross is one of which the 
whole United States may well feel 
proud. 
When the survivors landed at Bel­ 
fast only 12 ¿ours after they had been 
taken off the disabled Otranto by a 
daring British destroyer, they were in 
a pitiful plight.. They had been cling­ 
ing to the deck of the destroyer with 
heavy seas constantly breaking over 
them, and with a cold wind chilling 
them to the bone. To save themselves 
from being carried overboard many 
had lashed themselves to torpedo 
tubes and to the vessel's superstruc­ 
ture. 
Because of the loss of the destroy­ 
er's wireless equipment, due to her 
running into-the troopship while tak­ 
ing off the men, she had been unable 
to give notice of her coming. Conse­ 
quently no provision had been made 
on shore for the reception of the sur­ 
vivors. The seriously injured and sick 
were rushed off to hospitals as soon as 
ambulances could be brought to the 
dock.

Low Meat Prices 
vs. 
High Cattle Prices 


If the fanner cannot get enough for 
his live stock, he raises less, and the 
packer gets less raw material. 
If the consumer has to pay too much 
for his meat, he eats less of it, and the 
packer finds his market decreased. 
The packer wants the producer to 
get enough to make live-stock raising 
profitable, and he wants the price of meat 
so low that everyone will eat it. 
But all he can do. and what he would 
Aaoe to do in any case to stay in busi­ 
ness, b to keep down the cost of pro­ 
cessing the farmer’s stock into meat so 
that the consumer pays for the meat and 
by-products only a little more than the 
farmer gets for his animals. 
For example, last year Swift ft Company 
paid for Its cattle about 90 per cent of 
what it got for meat and by-products 
(such as hides, tallow, oils, etc.) 
If cattle from the farm were turned 
miraculously into meat in the hands of 
retailers (without going through the ex-

Farmers who own woodlands and 
* people in cities, towns, and villages 
. who can purchase wood from nearby 
farms can help in the coming winter— 
as last winter—to relieve the demand 
for coal and the strain on railway ca­ 
pacity by burning wood in place of 
coal. 
It Is not expected substitution of 
wood for cool will be complete or uni­ 
versal, as for many purposes coal is 
much more convenient. But for heat­ 
ing many kinds of buildings wood is 
the more convenient and cheaper fuel. 
This Is particularly truo in the case 
of churches, halls, summer cottages, 
and other buildings for which heat is 
required only occasionally but then is 
wanted In large volume at short no­ 
tice. 
Methoda of Making Cordwood. 
The most common method of mak­ 
ing cordwood is to cut the trees into 
4-foot lengths with the ax and split 
the larger pieces. The pieces are then 
piled In a standard cord, which is 8 
feet long, 4 feet high, and 4 feet wide. 
The contents are 128 cubic feet, of 
which about 70 per cent is wood and 
SO per cent air. 
Wood cut 4 feet 
long can be sold to brickyards, lime­ 
kilns, metal-working plants, and other 
industries, but is too large for house­ 
hold use. This method Is used chiefly 
where the tree growth Is comparative­ 
ly small, as in second growth, because 
such wood splits easily. 
Another method, and one better 
adapted for old-growth hardwoods, 
which are difficult to split, is to saw 
the tree into logs of convenient 
lengths, say from 10 to 15 feet. These 
are "snaked” out to the edge of the 
woodland and there sawed and 6pllt 
into lengths proper for the stove or 
furnace. The sawing is usually done

USED AS FERTILIZER 


by machine, driven either by gasoline 
or by electricity. The wood Is piled 
4 feet high and 8 feet long, such a 
pile being called a “stove-wood” or 
“running” cord or “run.” When the 
wood Is sawed into 10-inch lengths, as 
Is customary with stove material, 
three runs are theoretically equivalent 
to one cord. 
Actually they contain 
somewhat more wood, 6ince small 
pieces can be packed more closely 
than larger ones. 
Wood a Profitable Farm Crop. 
Firewood Is expected to bring n 
better profit this year than ever be* 
fore. It Is a much less perishable crop 
than many which the farmer raises, 
When properly piled, the better kinds 
of wood will last from two to three 
years, although wood steadily deterior­ 
ates after the first year. 
To have the best heating value, as 
well as to reduce the cost of hauling 
wood should be thoroughly seasoned, 
which means alr-drylng It from six to 
eight months. 
However, when piled 
so as to get a good circulation of air, 
50 per cent of the moisture may be 
removed in three months. 
Wood cut 
In October nnd November, therefore, 
may be burned the latter part of the 
winter. 
The prices which cordwood likely 
.will bring this year offer the farmer 
an opportunity to improve his wood­ 
land by weeding out the Inferior trees. 
In the past this has seldom been prac­ 
ticable, for the inferior wood was not 
marketable. 'With the prices Indicated 
for the coming winter, thinnings be­ 
come practicable over a wide range of 
country in the vicinity of good mar 
kets. The woodland owner may se­ 
cure specific information from his 
state forester, his county agent, his 
state agricultural college, or from the 
United States Forest Service, Wash­ 
ington, D. C.

Bacterial activity, which is more no­ 
ticeable in soils high In organic mat­ 
ter, Is also valuable in aiding the solu­ 
bility of rock phosphate.

Thla Source of Phosphorus Sains 
More Kxtanaivaly Used Than For­ 
merly on Account of Shortage 
of Sulphuric Add. 


(PNptNd by th. United State. Depart* 
meat of Agricultur«.) 
Acid phosphate, which is used ex­ 
tensively as a commercial fertiliser, 
haa doubled In price during the last 
few years. Farmers of this country 
are now facing a serious shortage of 
this material because the munitions In­ 
dustry is consuming much sulphuric 
add which would ordinarily be used in 
the manufacture of add phosphate. 
The situation has led users of fertil­ 
izers to give greater consideration to 
the use of ground raw rock phosphate. 
That this f arce of phosphorus is be­ 
ing used as fertilizer more extensively 
is shown by the fact that during 1916- 
17 at least six large companies entered 
the raw ground phosphate business 
and the annual consumption of this 
material has Increased during the last 
decade to over 91,000 tons, involving 
an expenditure to the farmer of at 
least $750,000, 
Ground raw rock phosphate is far 
less soluble than acid phosphate. Its 
effectiveness appears to be due largely 
to its thorough distribution in the soil. 
This Is brought about by liberal appll* 
cations of very finely ground rock to­ 
ts ther with good Ullage.

Marked success of the creameries of 
Wisconsin and Minnesota—the two 
largest butter-producing states in the 
Union—Is due principally to the fact 
that they produce butter of good qual­ 
ity and in a large quantity to meet 
market demands. 
Where it is possible creameries 
should co-operate in producing a uni­ 
form high grade of butter and make 
shipments to market In larger quanti­ 
ties than Is possible when they operate 
separately. 
Most of the creameries in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota buy separated cream 
rather than whole milk on a butterfut 
basis. This plan reduces the cost of 
collecting and enables the dairyman to 
keep the skim milk on his farm. Where 
whole milk Is sold to the creameries, 
usually the skim milk is {«turned to 
the pstrons. Buttermilk also is sold 
to patrons to be used as feed. 
A. number of creameries recognizing 
the relation of poor cream to poor but­ 
ter, which on the market sells at low 
price, have sought to encourage more 
frequent deliveries by establishing 
grades of cream and by paying a pre­ 
mium of from 2 to 8 cents a pound of 
butterfat for the better grades of 
cream. This plan has met with the ap­ 
proval of many dairymen, who now de­ 
liver their cream daily during the sum­ 
mer and every other day during the 
winter. A number of creameries which 
churn the first and second grade cream 
separately, showed an average increase 
In price of 8.6 cents a pound for the 
butter churned from the first-grade 
cream.

Low Meat Prices 


vs. 


High Cattle Prices 


If the farmer cannot get enough for 


his live stock, he raises less, and the 
packer gets less raw material. 


If the consumer has to pay too much 


for his meat, he eats less of it, and the 
packer finds his market decreased. 


The packer wants the producer to 


get enough to make live-stock raising 
profitable, and he wants the price of meat 
so low that everyone will eat it. 


But all he can do, and what he -would 


have to do in any case to stay in busi- 
ness, is to keep down the cost of pro- 
cessing the farmer's stock into meat so 
that the consumer pays for the meat and 
by-products only a little more than the 
farmer gets for his animals. 


For example, last year Swift & Company 


paid for its cattle about 90 per cent of 
what it got for meat and by-products 
(such as hides, tallow, oils, etc.) 


If cattle from the farm were turned 


miraculously into meat in the hands of 
retailers (without going through the ex- 
pense of dressing, shipping and market- 
ing), the farmer would get only about 
1% cents per pound more for his cattle, 
or consumers would pay only about 2^4 
cents per pound less for their beef I 


Out of this cent or two per pound, 


Swift & Company pays for the operation 
of extensive plants, pays freight on meats, 
operates refrigerator cars, maintains 
branch houses, and in most cases, de- 
livers to retailers all over the United 
States. The profit amounts to. only a 
fraction of a cent, and a part of this 
profit goes to build more .plants, to give 
better service, and to increase the com- 
pany's usefulness to the country.

Farmers who own woodlands and 


people in cities, towns, and villages 
who can purchase wood from nearby 
farms can help In the coming winter— 
as last winter—to relieve the demand 
for coal and the strain on railway ca- 
pacity by burning wood in place of 
coal. 


It Is not expected substitution of 


wood for coal will be complete or uni- 
versal, as for many purposes coal Is 
much more convenient. But for heat- 
Ing many kinds of buildings wood is 
the more convenient and cheaper fuel. 
This is particularly true in the case 
of churches, halls, summer cottages, 
and other buildings for which heat is 
required only occasionally but then is 
wanted In large volume at short no- 
tice. 


Methods of Making Cordwood. 


The most common method of mak- 


ing cordwood is to cut the trees into 
4-foot lengths with the ax and split 
the larger pieces. The pieces are then 
piled in a standard cord, which Is S 
feet long, 4 feet high, and 4 feet wide. 
The contents are 128 cubic feet, of 
which about 70 per cent Is wood and 
30 per cent air. 
Wood cut 4 feet 


long can be sold to brickyards, lime- 
kilns, metal-working plants, and other 
industries, but Is too large for house- 
hold use. This method is used chiefly 
where the tree growth is comparative- 
ly small, as In second growth, because 
such wood splits easily. 


Another method, and one better 


adapted for old-growth hardwoods, 
which are difficult to split, is to saw 
the tree into logs of convenient 
lengths, say from 10 to 15 feet. These 
are "snaked" out to the edge of the 
woodland and there sawed and split 
Into lengths proper for the stove or 
furnace. The sawing Is usually done 


by machine, driven either by gasoline 
or by electricity. The wood is piled 
4 feet high and 8 feet long, such a 
pile being called a "stove-wood" or 
"running" cord or "run." When the 
wood is sawed Into 16-inch lengths, as 
is customary with stove material, 
three runs are theoretically equivalent 
to one cord. 
Actually they contain 


somewhat more wood, since small 
pieces can be packed more closely 
than larger ones. 


Wood a Profitable Farm Crop. 


Firewood is expected to bring a 


better profit this year than ever be- 
fore. It is a much less perishable crop 
than many which the farmer raises. 
When properly piled, the better kinds 
of wood will last from two to three 
years, although wood steadily deterior- 
ates after the first year. 


To have the best heating value, as 


well as to reduce the cost of hauling 
wood should be thoroughly seasoned, 
which means air-drying it from six to 
eight months. 
However, when piled 


so as to get a good circulation of air, 
50 per cent of the moisture may be 
removed in three months. Wood cut 
in October and November, therefore, 
may be burned the latter part of the 
winter. 


The prices which cordwood likely 


,will bring this year offer the farmer 
an opportunity to improve his wood- 
land by weeding out the inferior trees. 
In the past this has seldom been prac- 
ticable, for the Inferior wood was not 
marketable. 'With the prices indicated 
for the coming winter, thinnings be- 
come practicable over a wide range of 
country in the vicinity of good mar- 
kets. 
The woodland owner may se- 


cure specific information from his 
state forester, his county agent, his 
state agricultural college, or from the 
United States Forest Service, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


VICTORY FARMS 


(Prepared by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture.) 


Iowa farms which put in their 


quota of the Liberty wheat crop 
are to be designated as "Victory 
Farms," according to announce- 
ment by the county farm bu- 
reaus of the state. Posters with 
the legend "Victory Farm" will 
be given to the farmers by the 
school district co-operators late 
this fall. Those who sow spring 
wheat will be given their posters 
next spring. The wheat quota 
Is one acre out of every eight. 
Allowances will be made on 
farms having an unusually large 
amount of untillable land.

PHOSPHATE ROCK IS 


USED AS FERTILIZER 


If Finely Ground and Well Distrib- 


uted Gives Good Results. 


This Source of Phosphorus Being 


More Extensively Used Than For- 


merly on Account of Shortage 


of Sulphuric Acid. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Acid phosphate, which is used ex- 


tensively as a commercial fertilizer, 
has doubled in price during the last 
few years. Farmers of this country 
are now facing a serious shortage of 
this material because the munitions in- 
dustry is consuming much sulphuric 
acid which would ordinarily be used in 
the manufacture of acid phosphate. 


The situation has led users of fertil- 


izers to give greater consideration to 
the use of ground raw rock phosphate. 
That this source of phosphorus is be- 
ing used as fertilizer more extensively 
is shown by the fact that during 1916- 
17 at least six large companies entered 
the raw ground phosphate business 
and the annual consumption of this 
material has Increased during the last 
decade to over 91,000 tons, involving 
an expenditure to the farmer of at 
least $750,000. 


Ground raw rock phosphate Is far 


less soluble than acid phosphate. Its 
effectiveness appears to be due largely 
to Its thorough distribution in the soil. 
This is brought about by liberal appli- 
cations of Tery finely ground rock to- 
| getter with good tillage. When all 
I them •radltioM at* MM fulfilled, it 
i m*j MM w?«nl jam to «feuia tb« 


distribution giving the maximum ef- 
fect. The beneficial effects of a com- 
paratively heavy application of finely 
ground rock phosphate extend .over 
several years, as a portion of the phos- 
phate becomes soluble each year. 
These increases in yields are greater, 
as 2 rule, in subsequent years. 


To be most effective ground phos- 


phate rock should be applied to soil 
that is well supplied with organic mat- 
ter. 
Such soils are always richer in 


carbonic acid than those of low or- 
ganic content, and this acid is impor- 
tant in effecting the solubility and 
availability of the phosphate rock. 
Bacterial activity, which is more no- 
ticeable in soils high in organic mat- 
ter, is also valuable in aiding the solu- 
bility of rock phosphate. 


(QUALITY BUTTER IS WINNER 


Prosperous Creameries Make High- 


Grade Article and in Quantities to 


Meet Demand. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Marked success of the creameries of 


Wisconsin and Minnesota—the two 
largest butter-producing states in the 
Union—Is due principally to the fact 
that they produce butter of good qual- 
ity and in a large quantity to meet 
market demands. 


Where it is possible creameries 


should co-operate in producing a •uni- 
form high grade of butter and make 
shipments to market In larger quanti- 
ties than is possible when they operate 
separately. 


Most of the creameries in Wisconsin 


and Minnesota buy separated cream 
father than whole milk on a butterfat 
basis. This plan reduces the cost of 
collecting and enables the dairyman to 
keep the skim milk on his farm. Where 
whole milk is sold to the creameries, 
usually the skim milk is returned to 
the patrons. Buttermilk also is sold 
to patrons to be used as feed. 


A number of creameries recognizing 


the relation of poor cream to poor but- 
ter, which on the market sells at low 
price, have sought to encourage more 
frequent 
deliveries by establishing 


grades of cream nnd by paying a pre- 
mium of from 2 to S cents a pound of 
butterfat for the better grades of 
cream. This plan has met with the ap- 
proval of many dairymen, who now de- 
liver their cream daily during the sum- 
mer and every other day during the 
winter. A number of creameries which 
churn the first and second grade cream 
separately, showed an average increase 
in price of 3.6 cents a pound for the 
butter churned from the first-grade 
cream. Shipment of batter to market 
usually was made in Iced refrigerator 
frtfettcan.

Travelers visiting Rome while It 


was still the center of a land of peace, 
found Christmas there a day of joy- 
ou&ness; and the merry bells of many 
churches, ushering in the day, spoke 
the familiar language of home. 


Just before the war. Dr. Grenfell, 


of Labrador fame, Indulged in the 
vnusual luxury of a brief holiday in 
Europe, after years of tireless service 
among the fishermen. His journey 
brought him and. Mrs. Grenfell to 
Borne Just as the many religious and 
civil observances of the 
Christmas 


season were about to take place. A 
great contrast these scenes were to 
the Chrislma&es of icebound Labra- 
dor. 


The decorations, the greetings, and 


the crowds flocking in and out of 
churches, emphasized the spirit of the 
season. "All the places of worship into 
which we peeped," he says, "were 
ablaze with lights, while processions 
of priests in glittering robes, with so- 
norous choruses and ascending incense, 
appealed to the various senses " 


At one church they viewed the five 


boards believed to have formed a part 
of the cradle of our Lord. 


The American Episcopal Church of 


St. Paul, where they worshiped on 
Christmas morning, was crowded with 
the Protestant population of the Holy 
City. A feature .of the service was the 
dedicating of a beautiful new mosaic, 
covering one entire wall of the church 
and 
representing 
the 
nativity 
of 


Christ. 


Of the Coliseum, says Dr. Grenfell, 


"we could think of no place better to 
suggest to our minds the communion 
of the saints; and as we walked 
round the tiers of seats we could see 
again the 'men of like passions with 
ourselves,' giving their lives for the 
same Master we claim to serve." 


When darkness had fellen the trav- 


ellers were attracted byoiumbers of 
bright lights over by the Porta San 
Giovanni. These proved to announce 
"all the fun of n fair1'—there in Italy 
just as one finds them in this coun- 
try nt a "county fair."

AMERICA’S FIRST AERIAL VICTORY 


VIVIDLY RECOUNTED BY ITS HERO 


Lieutenant Winslow Writes in His Diary Graphic Story Describing 
i 
His Exploit and That of Lieutenant Campbell— Given 
to Public by War Department Because of 
its Historical Value. 


Washington, D. 0.—The story of th e ’ oOO meters up, in full view of all on 
first victory over a German airplane by 
un American aviator is told by the 
Americau victor himself, Lieut. Alan 
F. Winslow, Signal Reserve corps of 
Chicago, in notes from Ins diary, 
win< n were made public by the war 
department. Writteil with no thought 
of publication, and merely for the pur­ 
pose of preserving his own impres­ 
sions, T* utenant Winslow neverthe­ 
less ha; 
educed a document which 
the war department regards as of 
great historical value and which im­ 
presses the reader Vy its descriptive 
power. 
Here is his story: 
“On Sunday morning, April 14, T 
was ‘on alert’ from G a. m. till 10 
m in., that is, I, with Lieut. Douglas 
Campbell of Harvard and California 
(since designated as the first American

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Women As Farm Helpers 


May Ably A m * in Solving the Faim-Ltber Problen—Many W a n to 
Render Service 


While women can do much In the solution of the complex and raUier 
pressing farm-luhor problem, It should be understood that the man power of 
the country Is not yet exhausted and that, except for certain lighter tasks, 
men ure better adapted than women for farm labor. 
On account of the demands for labor In necessary industries, and because 
for many years past the cities with their attractions of high wages and amuse­ 
ments have drawn many men from the farms, there is not now enough labor 
seeking employment to supply the demand of tho farms for extra help, espe­ 
cially during tho periods of seasonal strain for cultivaUug and harvesting. 
While much is being done by the departments of agriculture and labor 
to mobiUze man power for farming operations, much yet remains to bo done 
If we arc to make sure the saving of the crops which have been planted. 
The primary responsibility must be assumed by the regions and communi­ 
ties most vitally uffected, because no agency of government can create labor 
or compel meu to pursue any particular vocation. In all towns and cities 
adjacent to agricultural regions there arc many men of farm experience who 
can be spared for a day at a time or a week at a time, as the case may bo, 
to help the farmers with their most pressing tasks. In many such towns and 
cities last year men were spared from ordinary business and Industry, from 
offices and shops, and crops were culUvuted and harvested which otherwise 
might have .suffered serious loss. Such adjustments must be made this year 
and undoubtedly will be made when the communities alTected come Into a full 
realization of the necessities of the case. 
In releasing tho men of farm experience In tho cities for farm labor, many 
women can be utilized to take their places for a few days a t a time or for a 
whole season. Generally speaking, It will become more and more necessary 
for women to take the places of men In all occupations. 
In addition to relieving men In towns and cities, women can actually 
perform many farm tasks such as dairying, vegetable cultivation, fruit gather­ 
ing, etc. The precise method of utilizing women for farm labor cannot be 
prescribed in any uniform plan, but it will depend upon conditions in the 
community and upon the farms. Of course steps must be taken to see that 
women laborers are properly housed and otherwise are safeguarded from 
unnecessary hardships. Women who are not physically able* to perform labor 
may be of great service to farmers by ascertaining their needs for labor and 
endeavoring to supply such needs. 
Organized groups of women eager to 
render public service might well undertake by personal visitation to make 
surveys of the farm-labor situation in their neighborhood. More helpful even 
than that in many places would be for some of the women of the towns and 
cities to take the places of their country sisters during the periods of laboc 
stress and actually do the housework in order that the women of the farms 
may help their husbands. 
Some of the finest of our American women 
are cooking and washing dishes In the hospitals of France. The women of 
France are between the plow handles. 
No good woman would hesitate to 
keep house for her sick friends for a week. It would be beautiful service if 
city women would keep house for country women for a little while. 
Of 
courso this is not as attractive or as romantic as binding up the wounds of 
soldiers, but it is one of the things that must be done if the soldiers are to 
be fed. 
It does not seem to be possible to work oat any uniform plan of mobilizing 
farm labor or of directing the employment of women on farms. The important 
thing is to get the problem fairly before the American people and specially 
before the community groups. When a group of Americans, whether of men 
or women, understand a' problem or realize a necessity, they may be depended 
upon to solve the problem and to meet the necessity In the best possible way. 


! Whites and Porpoises Are 
Often Taken for Submarine 
By the Watchful Gun Crews. 


There is peril In being a whale or a 
porpoise in the north Atlantic these 
days, according to Nelson Collins in 
the Century. If you are a whale, par­ 
ticularly a spouting whale, you ore 
apt to be mistaken for a submarine; 
and if you are a porpoise, you are apt 
to be taken for a torpedo. There is 
many a shattered carcass and abashed 
gun crew. In the phosphorescence of 
even winter nights a porpoise just un­ 
der the surface can make an experi­ 
enced lookout have a moment's sus­ 
pense. The line of white is a little 
narrow and a little high for a torpedo, 
but in the first moment a lookout isn’t 
given to exact measurements. 
The 
white at bow and stem on a phos­ 
phorescent night is conspicuous evi­ 
dence of a ship, though it is a ques­ 
tion how plain it would be through a 
periscope at about its own level. Prom 
the decks of the ship itself or from the 
deck of an emerged submarine it flash­ 
es plain. If it could only be camou­ 
flaged along with the smoke. And on 
such a night in the zone thefe is the 
eerie sense of more than one subma­ 
rine that has worked her way along 
in the white wake of a slow ship, keep­ 
ing tab so through the night and wait­ 
ing for dawn to sheer off and strike. 
That is why, as dark conies on, a de­ 
stroyer is apt to drop back from the 
side of the ship and lurk along the 
wfake, seeking its prey also. I remem­ 
ber one velvety black night. Sudden­ 
ly a great white trail shot across our 
bow from port to starboard and Just a 
few yards ahead. If a porpoise is too 
narrow to make a torpedo trail, this 
seemed too broad, but deep enough. It 
was the wake of a destroyer that had 
cut across in a hurry. 
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‘ace’) was on emergency call duty. We I majors, colonels, French and Aineri- 
were sitting jn tho little alert tent 
playing cards, waiting for a call. Our 
machines were outside, ready at a mo* 
^ ment's notice. 
I was patrol leiider. 
At 8:45 1 was called to the phone, told 
by the information officer, who Is In 
direct touch with all batteries and ob­ 
servation posts, that two German air­ 
planes were about 2,000 meters above 
the city, whIMi is only a mile or so 
from hero.

“I was so furious to see a German 
directly over our aviation Held that I 
swore out loud and violently opened 
lire. 
At the same time, to avoid my 
bullets, he slipped into a left-hand re- 
versement and came down, firing on 
ine. 
I climbed, however, In a right- 
hand spiral and slipped off, coming 
down directly behind him and on his 
tail. Again 1 violently opened fire. I 
had him at a rare advantage, which 
was due to the greater speed and ma­ 
neuverability of our wonderful ma­ 
chines. I fired 20 to 30 rounds at him 
and could see my tracers entering bis 
machine.

Fish a Valuable 
Food 


By the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture 


A FEW SMILES 


Fish, which have always been reck­ 
oned as a valuable food, have been 
shown by a series of digestive experi­ 
ments conducted by the department of 
agriculture to deserve a more impor­ 
tant place in every diet. 
The tests 
show that fish are completely utilized I nrir*> 
in the body. 
1 
In the experiments Boston mackerel, 
butterfish, salmon and grayfish—a va­ 
riety not generally used In this coun­ 
try—were made into “fish loaves” and 
served as a basis of a simple mixed 
diet to young men of healthy appe­ 
tites. 
Both the protein and the fat of the 
fish were well utilized. Following are 
the percentages of protein digested: 
Boston mackerel, 93.1 per cont; but- 
terfish, 91.9 per cent; grayfish, 92.8 per 
cent, and salmon, 93.2 per cent. The 
percentages 
of fat 
digested were 
found to be: Boston mackerel, 95.2 per 
cent; butterfish, 80.4 per cent; gray­ 
fish, 94.3 per cent; salmon, 93.7 per 
cent. 
In addition to the fish loaf the diet 
included 
potatoes, 
crackers, 
fruit, 
sugar and tea or coffee. On the aver­ 
age the subjects each day ate 440 
grams of Boston mackerel, 471 grams 
of butterfish, 440 grams of grayfish, or 
355 »grams of salmon, indicating that 
in every case the fish was eaten with 
relish.

Held Back The Germans. 


Wouuded at Fiemee. after helping drive 


the German hordes back across the 
Varne and the Vesle, Jacob Staruer, fortu 
erly of Orrtanna, returned home with i 
first-hand etory of the Huns' methods of 
fighting. 
The soldier waa a member of 


the Machine Gun Company, 109th Infan 
try, Keystone Division. He wears the 
red keystone on his arm, denoting the 
fact that he ia a member of the "Iron 
Division" aa his command was called by 
General Pershing after their heroic stand 
during the middle of July. "We were at 
the Marne with orders to hold them," lie 
said. '-The French, had withdrawn their 
artillery and we had no support of heavy 
guns 
We held them all right, but our 


losses were terrible, 1300 were kille-' and 
wounded the first day. But they didn't 
get through, and then we started dm ing 
them back." 


Private Starner tells how he went over 


the top three times in the second \\ a\ e 
vitb the infantry, how they-fought at 
Chateau-Thierry and all along the S«'s- 
sons-Rheims salient, until they reached 
Fisroes. "It was on August seventh, the 
day before we renewed the drive that I 
got mine. I was struck right under the 
knee cap by a piece of high explosive 
shell. The day I waa wounded only 24 
men were left in mv company of the num- 
ber w ho had started in action three weeks 
before. The others had bad their places 
taken by replacement troops " 


"Did yon see any evidence of German 


atrocities?" he was asked. "No, I didn t 
but I saw plenty of evidence of their dir 
ty wa>s of fighting With my own "eyes 
I saw four German women chained to a 
machine gun. All -were in uniform and, 
before we realized that they were women, 
we killed two of them. The others we 
took prisoners. We saw a German stand- 
ing \\ith his hands in the air in token of 
surrender, and aa we approached, he dis- 
cnarged his machine gun with a string 
attached to the foot. Our first man caught 
it and you can be sure there was a dead 
German too 
There were a number of 


instances where the Germans would hold 
up their hands in surrender and call 


amer^a' but when we would approach 


we would Gued they had clasped grenades 
in their fiats and would throw them " 


One of the interesting incidents that 


the soldier tells wa& the shooting of a 
German gunner out of a tree. As he fell, 
twenty other Germans emerged from a 
wooded spot, holding up their hands and 
glad to give up. Private Starner is a son 
of Emory Starner who moved about three 
years ago from Orrtanna to Philadelphia.

Held Back The Carmans. 
Wotinded at Fiemee, after helping drive 
the German hordes back aero« the 
Varneand the Vesle, Jacob Sterner, form 
erly o( Orrtanna, returned home with a 
first-hand story of the Huns* methods of 
fighting. The soldier was a member of 
the Machine Gun Company* 109th Infan* 
try, Keystone Division. He wears the 
red keystone on his arm, denoting the 
(act that lie is a member of the "Iron 
Division” as his command was called by 
General Pershing after their heroic stand 
during the middle of July. "We were at 
the Marne with orders to hold them,” he 
said» "The French had withdrawn their 
artillery and we had no support of heavy 
guns. 
We held them all right, but our 
losses were terrible, 1300 were killed and 
wounded the fir*t day. But they didn’t 
get through, and then we started driving 
theui back.” 
Private Starner tells how he went over 
the top three times in the second wave 
**itb the infantry, how they fought at 
Chateau-Thierry and all along the So’9* 
sons-Rheims salient, until they reached 
Fierce«, 
"It was on August seventh, the 
day before we renewed the drive that I 
got mine. 
I was struck right under the 
knee cap by a piece of high explosive 
shell. The day I was wounded only 24 
men were left in mv company of the num­ 
ber who had started in action three weeks 
before. The others had had their places 
taken by replacement troops.” 
“ Did you see any evidence of German 
atrocities?” he was asked. 
“No, I diiln* t 
but 1 saw plenty of evidence of their dir 
ty ways of fighting 
With my own eyes 
I saw four German women chained to a 
machine gun. 
All were in uniform and, 
before we realized that they were women, 
we killed two of them. The others we 
took prisoners. We saw a German stand- 
ing with his hands in the air in token of 
surrender, and as we approached, he dis­ 
charged his machine gun with a string 
attached to the foot. Our first man caught 
it and you can be sure there was a dead 
German too 
There were a number uf 
instances where the Germans would hold 
up their hands in surrender and call 
•kamerad* but when we would approach 
we would fined they had clasped grenades 
in their fists and would throw them.” 
One of the interesting incidents that 
the soldier tells was the shooting of a 
German gunner out of a tree. As ho fell, 
twenty other Germans emerged from a 
wooded spot, holding up their hands and 
glad to give up. Private Starner is a son 
of Emory Starner who moved about three 
years ago from Orrtanna to Philadelphia.

When the Soldiers Are Getting Well. 
The convalescent soldiers are being

Cross. There are sixteen hospitals al- 
ready In operation and twenty-nine 
others in process of construction. At 
these hospitals, in addition to tlie care, 
of their wounds and their general 
health, the soldiers nre being taught 
useful 'trades. There are typewriters, 
sewing machines and tools for cabinet 
making at each hospital, and the sol- 
cliers find that, In addition to supply-, 
ing them with a useful trade when 
they »re well, the use of these "toys" 
gives them hours of pleasure during 
the tedious period of getting well.

coming the world language. Certainly no other language has ever a 


fighting chance of world supremacy. If there is to be a world language it will 
be English. The cable daily records 
the delight of our war correspondents 
JMV BEAfA 
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over the fact that the "American Ian- |,j onH'/^Et 
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guage" is coming into Its own over- 
seas through the American soldier. 
"American as she Is spoke" by the 
American soldier Is vivid, picturesque 
and slangy. And American slang is 
conceded to be just about the best 
•lang there is. 


Now, nobody objects to slang as 


slang, provided It Is interpolated In 
good American language. But It is a 
sad truth that most educated foreigners shame us In the use of our own 
tongue. We are downright slovenly in talking. We clip and slur and mumble 
our words, even when we are grammatically correct. And people who know 
better habitually use slang as If it were the only vocabulary they had. 


The fastidious ear Is shocked every hour of the day. The college girl 


says, "My bean feels bum." The shopgirl speaks of her "genulmun fren." 
The citizen discourses concerning the "sovurmunt uv Merca." The young 
fellow says "gonna'-' and "betcha" and "nuthln' a-tall." Well-dressed women 
use "I hadn't ought tuh." And as to articulation and other niceties of speak- 
ing, comparatively few Americans pay any attention whatever to them. 


That is why there is a campaign on for better American speech which has 


already attained nation-wide proportions. We Americans believe that If. Eng- 
lish Is to be the world language It will be American English rather than Eng- 
lish English—an American evolution of English. 
So the campaigners for 


better American speech think It Is high time for us to begin to break up the 
habits of mongrel speech Into which we have fallen, largply because slang has 
seemed to us more effective than English pure and undefiled.

The Lincoln highway, 
a memorial to Abraham Lincoln, runs 
from coast to coast, starting at New 
York city and ending a*: San Fran- 
cisco and passing through 12 states. 
It is already in operation the whole 
distance and is being transformed aa 
fast as conditions will permit into a 
concrete 
automobile highway. Mrs. 


John Dickinson Sherman, chairman of 
the conservation department of the 
general federation, is at the head of 
the roadside planting; Mrs. W. L.. 


Arnold, Chicago, is chairman of the committee on Lincoln highway. 


"Memorial trees fit in very well with our roadside planting plans," said 


Mrs. Sherman. 
"Our comprehensive planting plan was prepared by Jens 


Jensen of Chicago. It provides for the planting of trees, shrubs and flowers 
indigenous to the locality. Illinois is already prepared with a detailed plant- 
ing plan which specifies the trees, shrubs and flowers for every mile of the 
Lincoln way in the state and gives full Instructions. 
Special attention is 


given to trees bearing bird food, as we hope to make the way a bird sanctu- 
ary its whole length. Many state federations and' Avomen's clubs throughout 
the country In states through which the way does not pass will plant memorial 
miles. 


"I know of no more fitting memorial to a soldier who gave his life to his 


country than a tree. And a fitting place for this fitting memorial is the trans- 
continental highway In memory of the great American who also gave his life 
to his country. I believe many such memorial trees will be planted. The 
Employers' association of Bucyrus, O., is planning to plant a memorial elm 
for each Bucyrus or Crawford county boy. 


"General federation officers In ecch state—the president of the state 


federation or the conservation chairman—should be consulted In the planting." 


Another Triumph of American Inventive Genius 
C ESSATION of hostilities makes public the Invention of a wireless telephone 


which was successfully used by American aviators In airplane fighting in 


the clewing weeks of the war without the knowledge of the Germans. This 
Important military secret has been 
known to hundreds of loyal Americans 
for several months but has been jeal- 
ously guarded. By means of this radio 
telephone It was possible for a ground 
observer to talk to pilots in the air 
miles away. 
Commanders of 
air 


squadrons could voice warnings to all 
their pilots as to the movements of 
enemy aircraft, and squadron forma- 
tions of all sorts could be maintained 
In the air as easily as infantry units 
on the ground. 


"There are some details concerning it which we cannot discuss yet," says 


John D. Ryan, director of aircraft production. "I have myself, standing on 
the ground, given orders to a squadron flying in the air and watched them 
maneuver according to instructions. The transmission of the voice is clear 
enough to be heard distinctly over the noise o' the airplane motor."

1,481 Kinds of Jobs Open to Crippled Soldiers 


I n ECENT surveys by the Red Cross Institute for Crippled and Disabled Men 


IV have brought out that the field open for re-establishment of such men in 
Industrial life is much wider than, probably is generally supposed. Investiga- 


tions of 542 factories since January ~1 
last have revealed 1,203 kinds of jobs 
open to leg cripples and 278 open to 
arm cripples. Attention was given 
sanitary conditions and precautions 
for safety. 


The report describes In detail the 


processes Involved in each casualty In- 
vestigation ; the advantages and dis- 
advantages of each for arm and leg 
cripples, respectively; the wages paid; 
the organization of the-trade, and tire 
provisions for the safety of workers. 


The following industries nre included: The piano Industry, the leather 


Industry, the rubber Industry, the paper goods Industry, the shoe" industry, 
sheet metal goods, the silk industry,, cigar manufacture, drugs and chemicals, 
the candy industry, the celluloid industry, optical goods, and the motion pic- 
ture industry. 


"Onr work will be to get In touch with every disabled soldier aud sailor 


that returns home In this division, get him Into profitable occupation and see 
that he makes good there," sald"b vocational officer of one of the fifteen

American English the Coming World Language? 


W 
ASHINGTON.—The war has given English a mighty impetus toward be­ 
coming the world language. 
Certainly no other language has ever a 
fighting ehnnce of world supremacy. If there Is to be a world language It will 
be English. The cable daily records 
the delight of our war correspondents 
over the fact that the “American lan­ 
guage” Is coming Into Its own over­ 
seas through the American soldier. 
‘‘American as she is spoke” by the 
American soldier Is vivid, picturesque 
and slangy. And American slang Is 
conceded to be just about the best 
•tsng there Is. 
Now, nobody objects to slang as 
slang, provided It Is interpolated In 
good American language. But It is a 
sad truth that most educated foreigners shame ns in the use of our own 
tongue. We are downright slovenly in talking. We clip and slur and mumble 
our words, even when we are grammatically correct. And people who know 
better habitually use slang as If it were the only vocabulary they had. 
The fastidious ear is shocked every hour of the day. The cotlege girl 
says, “My bean feels bum.” The shopgirl speaks of her “genulmun fren.” 
The citizen discourses concerning the “govurmunt uv Merca.” The young 
fellow says “gonnn” and “betchn” and “nuthln* a-tall.” Well-dressed women 
use “I hadn’t ought tuh.” And as to articulation and other niceties of speak­ 
ing, comparatively few Americans pay any attention whatever to them. 
That Is why there Is a campaign on for better American speech which has 
already attained nation-wide proportions. We Americans believe that If. Eng­ 
lish is to be the world language it will be American English rather than Eng­ 
lish English—an American evolution of English. 
So the campaigners for 
better American speech think it is high time for us to begin to break up the 
habits of mongrel speech into which we have fallen, largely because slang has 
seemed to us more effective than English pure and undefiled. 


Memorial Trees for Soldiers on Lincoln Highway

EMORIAL trees along the Lincoln highway Is the unique memorial to our 
soldier and sailor dead proposed by the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, which has charge of thev roadside planting of the famous transconti­ 
nental highway. The Lincoln highway, 
a memorial to Abraham Lincoln, runs 
from coast to coast, starting at New 
York city and ending at San Fran­ 
cisco and passing through 12 states. 
It is already in operation the whole 
distance and is being transformed aa 
fast as conditions will permit into a 
concrete automobile highway, Mrs. 
John Dickinson Sherman, chairman of 
the conservation department of the 
general federation, is at the head of 
the roadside planting; Mrs. W. L. 
Arnold, Chicago, is chairman of the committee on Lincoln highway. 
“Memorial trees fit in very well with our roadside planting plans,0 said 
Mrs. Sherman* 
“Our comprehensive planting plan was prepared by Jens 
Jensen of Chicago. It provides for the planting of trees, shrubs and flowers 
indigenous to the locality. Illinois is already prepared with a detailed plant­ 
ing plan which specifies the trees» shrubs and flowers for every mile of the 
Lincoln way in the state and gives full instructions. 
Special attention is 
given to trees bearing bird food, as we hope to make the way a bird sanctu­ 
ary its whole length. Many state federations andf women’s clubs throughout 
the country in states through which the way does not pass will plant memorial 
miles. 
“I know of no more fitting memorial to a soldier who gave his life to his 
country than a tree. And a fitting place for this fitting memorial is the trans­ 
continental highway in memory of the great American who also gave his life 
to his country. I believe many such memorial trees will be planted. The 
Employers’ association of Bucyrus, O., is planning to plant a memorial elm 
for each Bucyrus or Crawford county boy. 
“General federation officers iu each state—the president of the state 
federation or the conservation chairman—should be consulted in the plant ing.” 


Another Triumph of American Inventive Genius 


C 
ESSATION of hostilities makes public the invention of a wireless telephone 
which wns successfully used by American aviators in airplane fighting in 
the closing weeks of the war without the knowledge of the Germans. This 
Important military secret has been 
known to hundreds of loyal Americans 
for several months but has been jeal­ 
ously guarded. By means of this radio 
telephone it was possible for a ground 
observer to talk to pilots in the air 
miles away. 
Commanders of air 
squadrons could voice warnings to all 
their pilots as to the movements of 
enemy aircraft, and squadron forma­ 
tions of nil sorts could be maintained 
In the air as easily as Infantry units 
on the ground. 
“There are some details concerning It which we cannot dtscuss yet,” says 
John D. Ryan, dlrectbr of aircraft production. “I have myself, standing on 
the ground, given orders to a squadron flying In the air and watched them 
maneuver according to instructions. The transmission of the voice Is clesr 
enough to be heard distinctly over the noise of the airplane motor.” 
This is all very interesting, especially as it sets the imagination to work 
applying the invention to the everyday needs of life In times of peace.

1,481 Kinds of Jobe Open to Crippled Soldiers 


R 
ECENT surveys by the Bed Cross Institute for Crippled and Disabled Men 
have brought out that the field open for re-establishment of such men in 
industrial life is much wider then, probably is generally supposed. Investiga­ 
tions of 542 factories since January 1 
last have revealed 1,203 kinds of jobs 
open to leg cripples and 278 open to 
arm cripples. Attention was given 
sanitary conditions and precautions 
for safety. 
The report describes in detsil the 
processes involved in each casualty in­ 
vestigation; the advantages and dis­ 
advantages of each for arm and leg 
cripples, respectively; the wages puid; 
the organization of the trade, aud the 
provisions for the safety of workers. 
The following industries nre Included: The piano industry, the leather 
Industry, the rubber industry, the paper goods industry, the shoe industry, 
sheet metal goods, the silk industry, cigar manufacture, drugs and cnemlcals, 
the candy industry, the celluloid industry, optical goods, and the motion pic­ 
ture industry. 
“Our work will be to get in touch wtth every disabled soldier aud aaiior 
that returns home in this division, get him into profitable occupation and sea

Myers managed to get 
under a tree, and Weaver had stopped 
his horses to turn Them around toward 
the barn, when the lightning caught him. 
His one hand was on the handle of the 
plow at the time and the other holding 
the driying rein. The fluid caught his 
hat, tore it into ribbons, passed down his 
body to his watch chain, which appeared 
to be the magnet, and melted it into a 
veritable lump, and burned the flesh at a 
point where the * atch was located, and 
then splintered the handle of the plow 
on which he had bis hand. The one 
horse was killed instantly and tho other 
only lived long enough to kick once or 
twice. There was uo outward evideuce 
of where they had been struck.
